It is said th a t McDonald Smith 
comes from the old school of golfers, 
who sport the low and flat St. A n­ 
drews swing. 
It differs from the swing of Jones 
inasm uch as Jones takes off and 
swings into the ball in a more u p ­ 
right and vertical position.
